..Villi  wu  i\a  1  on  down  ihrougli  all  the  books  of  Mosc-^,  aiiil  all  the 
iMKtk.s  of  lliis  Holy  IjUiIi-,  down  lo  llii>  coining  of  Jesii:^:  Cliii.st,  and  we 
find  it  to  In-  only  four  thousand  years  ;  aiul  from  Jesiis  Christ  down  lo 
the  jiresent  time  ciglitcen  hundred  and  seventy-live  years.

Do  you  get  the  idea  of  the  great  battle  of  life,  the  long,  Aveary 
waste  of  ages  that  rolled  away,  as  the  human  species,  the  human  race, 
fou'dit  the  great  battle  of  life  u[)  and  up,  unlil  we  see  them  crop  out,  or 
leap  out  of  the  dark,  unknown  ages  of  the  universe,  into  the  historical 
light  and  fact  and  truth — old  Japan,  China,  Assyria,  Egypt,  ami  jjoor 
old  Moses  and  his  God  of  the  Jews,  tluft  did  such  wonderful  things  in 
six  days,  about  six  thousand  years  ago  ?     Then  Persia,  Greece  ami  IJome. 

lint  I  cannot  stop  here  to  diagnose  poor  old  Closes  and  his  God;  for 
I  see  hundreds  and  thousands  who  cannot  see  and  believe  and  know  that 
the  Sun  of  Light  is  a  Living  Being,  a  ],iviiig  Soul — the  great  Jcho\ah,
